WASHINGTON, July 6.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt said today he 
hoped to save about $400,000,000 
on this year’s federal appropria- 
tions by having the various de- 
partments impound 10 per cent of 
their newly appropriated funds, 

The President told a press con- 
ference he hoped to balance the 
budget at the end of the current 
fiscal year and that some activi- 
ties would have to be*curtailed to 
bring about the saving. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he had sent 
a letter to the heads of all de- 
partments and independent agen- 
cies on June 23 asking them to 
make a determined effort to save 
10 per cent of their appropriations. 

Certain fixed items, such as 
army and pay and ration allot- 
ments and government employes’ 
salaries, he said, could not be cut. 

Normal Granary Proposal, 

Discussing other subjects, 
President said he will send to con- 
gress tomorrow, or Thursday, a 
letter in cannection with the pend- 
ing “ever normal granar farm 
proposal. 

He told reporters, howéver, he 
did not know what he would rec- 
ommend. In the last few weeks he 
has expressed the hope informally 
that some farm plan along the line 
proposed by farm _ organization 
leaders would be enacted.

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THE TOLL OF CELEBRATION 

The two-day holiday in celebration of Inde- 
pendence Day, 1937, was paid for in death for 
563. This is 207 more than those whose lives 
were snuffed out one year ago, as the annual 
tribute to the American Minotaur. 

In one respect, however, it is encouraging to 
observe that the campaign to stop the annual 
toll of firework-caused deaths is at last nearing 
complete success, after 30 years of unremitting 
effort. Only four of the 563 who died over the 
past week end died as the result of playing with 
pyrotechnics. Three of them were children and 
they succumbed to burns when their clothing 
was ignited by sparklers. Incidentally, there is 
food for thought in this fact, that these chil- 
dren were killed by a form of firework gener- 
ally considered the safest of all. 

Atlanta and Georgia boasted the quietest 
and sanest holiday in many years. Police and 
hospitals all over the state report comparatively 
few accidents and injuries to the tens of thou- 
sands of Georgians who joined in the national 
participation of the holiday. 

The holiday deaths included 310 in traffic 
accidents. This is 110 more than the traffic toll 
of one year ago. It again emphasizes the hor- 
ror of the highways and provides new text for 
the necessary and constant warfare against 
carelessness and poor driving if the ever- 
mounting death list of the automobile is to be 
checked. 


The great tragedy of accident death is that 
it has become so common it is accepted by the 
public with almost complete apathy. The Mon- 
lay morning newspaper story of scores killed 
the day before is expected every week in the 
year and accépted ‘as routine news. Even had 
last Sunday not been a holiday, a large propor- 
tion of those 310 who died in traffic smashes 
would have died anyway. Only a part of that 
‘oll can be attributed to the fact that the week 
end was a national holiday. 

In this respect it is interesting to note that 
the tragedies which have shaken the world with 
horror have exacted only a minor fraction of 
the deaths that accidents annually take. Ac- 
cording to statistics of the National Safety 
Council there is only one place more dangerous 


- than the highways and streets of the nation. 


That is the home. Of the 111,000 who died by 
accident in 1936, 38,500 were killed in their 
homes, while 37,800 were killed in or by motor 
vehicles. 

While accidents in 1936 took 111,000 lives, 
the United States army counted only 50,510 dead 
in the World War. There were, in 1936, only 10,587 
homicides, 18,214 suicides. The Galveston tidal 
wave ended the lives of 6,000; the Johnstown 
flood counted 2,209 dead, the sinking of the Ti- 
tanic carried 1,517 to ocean graves and the 
Texas school explosion, which recently stunned 
the world, killed 294. 

Drowning fatalities for this Fourth number- 
ed 142, surpassing all records for eight years 
with the exception of 1931, when 181 were 
drowned. } 

Other forms of violent death accounted 
for 107. 

Thus it is evident that if future Independ- 
ence Days are not to be holidays of death, the 
effective work that has almost entirely elimi- 
nated fireworks as lethal weapons, must be 
turned more strongly and more effectively than 
ever before to control of holiday traffic and to 
forestalling catastrophes upon the water. 


THE BASE OF THE TRIANGLE 

In modern industrial life there are three 
vital factors, each separate yet each so inter- 
locking that only by proper correlation of in- 
terests and activities can stability be main- 
tained and progress be assured. Two of these 
factors are familiar to everyone. They are labor 
and capital. The third, of equal importance but 
too frequently forgotten, is management. 

Next September the seventh International 
Management Congress will convene in Wash- 
ington. It will be the first time the organiza- 
tion has held its annual gathering in the United 
States, previous meeting jiaces having oeen 
Brussels, Rome, Paris, Amsterdam and London 
It will bring to America leading industrialists, 
business Managers and technical experts from 
all over the world. 

This congress will do much to increase pub- 
lic realization of the part which management 
has played in spreading the material benefits 
of a civilization rich in social and intangible 
values as well as in goods. 

It will enlighten the public in its review of 
engineering and technical progress toward the 
elimination of drudgery and the improvement 
of material conditions on the farm, in the 
home, in the store and the factory. It will con- 
tribute to further improvement of the tech- 
niques of administration, production and dis- 
tribution. It will dramatize before a world- 
wide audience the contributions made by man- 
agement, under a system of free enterprise, to 
the risimg standards of living of the American 
people. 

Management combines the science of or- 


| 


ganizing money, materials, machinery and men 
with the art of accomplishing through such or- 
ganization the production and distribution of a 
vast variety of goods. Its successes are visible 
in the elevation of material standards of living 
beyond the greatest hopes of past generations. 
But the very scope of its successes has created 
new problems. 

Management, in bringing about its technical 
improvements, has had powerful effect upon 
the social structure of the world. It has 
changed relationships between industry and 
agriculture, it has made for the unsettlement 
of populations, and has brought about sharp 
changes in national and international markets. 

The benefits of industrialization, though 
great, have complicated all human life and men 
of today are not so independent of each other 
as the men of old. 

Management, worker of miracles in material 
ways of life, is now challenged to create a so- 
cial and ethical system of life which shall be 
parallel in progress with technical advances. 

It is that challenge which will provide the 
principal theme for discussion at the interna- 
tional congress to be held 4n September. 


VEGETABLES AND GOITER 

Georgia is classed among that group of 
states most free from simple goiter, according 
to a survey of the entire country made by fed- 
eral authorities. It is believed simple goiter is 
practically nonexistent in the state. 

This immunity from one form of disease is 
attributed, at the Georgia Experiment Station, 
to the presence of iodine in vegetables grown 
in all parts of the state. Professor T. A. Pickett, 
of the Experiment Station, has recently incor- 
porated the findings of analysis of various 
types of vegetables, taken from all the principal 
soil areas of the state, in 1930-34. 

These tests showed that while the iodine 
content of Irish potatoes varied widely in dif- 
ferent sections of the state, the maximum be- 
ing eight times the minimum, this variation 
was probably due to varying amounts of rain- 
fall during the growing period. It was shown 
by conclusive tests that the water level of the 
soil has a strong bearing upon the final iodine 
content. 

All other vegetables analyzed, irrespective of 
the section of the state in which they were 
grown, had a fair iodine content. 

Medicine has long known that a small pro- 
portion of iodine in the food will prevent sim- 
ple goiter among humans. 

The freedom from this disease enjoyed by 
Georgia is probably due to the general presence 
of iodine in Georgia vegetables. Continued im- 
munity from the disease may be easily assured 
by the simple process of including home-grown 
vegetables in the diet. 


ONE THING AFTER ANOTHER 

Life to a farmer in the midwest must be, in 
the words of the ancient aphorism, “just one 
thing after another.” 

Recent dispatches tell of a desperate fight 
now being waged in many of the midwestern 
states against a plague of grasshoppers. The 
section just beginning to hope once more after 
three years of dust storms that literally scraped 
the topsoil and all its crops from the land, faces 
another scourge of nature. The fields, green 
with promise for the first time in three years, 
are being stripped of everything that grows, 
once again. This time by an insect army in 
myriads, little less devastating than the winds 
that so recently swept the parched land away 
as dust. 

In Colorado, Kansas, Oklahoma, New Mexico 
and Nebraska the grasshoppers, in that early 
stage of their life cycle when they are but 
crawling bugs, before wings have made them 
real “hoppers,” have already ravaged hundreds 
of square miles of agricultural land. Now, with 
full development permitting them to hop in 
vastly accelerated speed, they offer a still great- 
er menace. 

WPA workers, national guardsmen, highway 
department employes and other hastily recruit- 
ed forces are helping the farmers in their des- 
perate fight. In some areas the situation is re- 
ported “under control,” in others the oncoming 
swarms of insects appear impossible to stop. 

The south may have its boll weevil, screw 
worm, soil erosion and other farming troubles, 
but after all, there is ample cause for thanks- 
giving that fate has given this section greater 
natural blessings and fewer handicaps than any 
other of the nation.

POLISH-RUMANIAN ALLIANCE 
(From the Buffalo Evening News.) 


The visit of King Carol and Crown Prince 
Michael, of Rumania, to Poland is intended to 
strengthen the Polish-Rumanian alliance, referred 
to in both countries as “the neutral bloc run- 
ning from the Baltic to the Black sea.” Recent 
evidences of collaboration between Italy and Ger- 
many have given this “neutral bloc’ added im- 
portance in the political situation in Central 
Europe. 

The Polish-Rumanian alliance has existed 
since 1921 and was designed to hold until 1941. 
From 1934 until last year little thought was given 
to it in Warsaw and Bucharest. But recent events 
have quickened interest in the pact. Germany 
makes no secret of her hope to recover territory 
now held by Czechoslovakia. Italy has withdrawn 
her pledge of military support for Austrian in- 
dependence. Hungary is seeking revision of 
boundaries. In the circumstances it is only natu- 
ral that the Polish-Rumanian alliance should be 
regarded in a more favorable light by the gov- 
ernments at Warsaw and at Bucharest. 

That Polish-Rumanian resistance to any Ger- 
man advance in Central Europe would be effec- 
tive is open to question. Certainly it would be so 
in the face of concerted action by Italy and Ger- 
many. But with the Fascist powers determined 
to act in close harmony and turning their eyes 
toward the east, the smaller nations of Central 
Europe must make what alliances they can.

In Italy the most perfect har- 
mony exists between church and 
state, and the fundamental struc- 
ture of the Italian and German 
state is well-nigh identical. 

At first Mussolini, too, fought 
the church. He was one of Italy’s 
bitterest anti-clericals in his 
younger days and for several years 
made his living as a lecturer on 
church topics in the Masonic 
lodges of northern Italy. In the 
end, it was the same Duce who 
disbanded the Masonic lodge and 
made his submission to the 
church. 

But the church also made a com- 
promise. It gave up the exclu- 
sive control of the youth through 
the parochial schools, by allowing 
Mussolini’s educational program to 
be instituted, yet managed to re- 
tain religious instruction in these 
same _ schools. Ultimately some 
such compromise will comg about 
in Germany, too. Religious in- 
struction will probably become an 
optional subject. 

Whereas in Italy no man or 
party had any notion of supplant- 
ing Christian teaching by a new 
philosophy of life, this is, how- 
ever the case in Germany. Men 
like Rosenberg, Hitler’s closest 
adviser on religious matters, and 
Goebbels are personally absolute- 
ly anti-religious. They dream of 


estant churches in Germany into 
one body, a huge ethical society 
that shall merely serve as a help 
to the state in educating the peo- 
ple in the Nazi philosophy.

C., July 6—The treasury’s pro- 
posal not to let husband and wife 
render separate income tax re- 
turns when they have separate in- 
comes is a pippin. This is not to 
be confused with the move to pre- 
vent husband and wife from split- 
ting the husband’s income and 
rendering separate returns for 
each half. That is unfair, but 
separate returns for separate in- 
comes is not. To deny the latter 
is to penalize the institution of 
marriage. It would make it 
cheaper just to remain sweeties. 


John Doe earns $500 a month. 
He meets and marries the _ rich 
and probably unbeautiful heiress, 
Mary Roe, who has an income of 
$5,000 a month. As matters now 
stand, Mary pays on her income 
and John on his. As proposed by 
the treasury instead of one tax 
on $6,000 a year and one on $60,- 
000 a year, there will be just one 
tax which John must pay on $66,- 
000. That gets up into the higher 
brackets where the tax begins to 
look. confiscatory. It assumes that 
John marries Mary’s income as 
well as Mary. Lots of Johns have 
harbored such a hope, but many 
have been fooled. Generally 
speaking, the law gives John no 
such gravy. 


When, then, should he be re- 
quired to lump Mary’s - income 
with his own for taxing purposes? 
If it is O. K. to make him do that, 
why stop at Mary? Why not make 
him lump his income with Henry 
Ford’s and Andy Mellon’s—then 
the various taxing units would 
take 83 per cent of it. 


In an even more persuasive case 
John and Mary both work and 
each earns $500 a month.

'varro, and many of them still do, 
judging by his mail, they conjure 
a mental pictuge of a sad-eyed 
native in loin-cloth wandering 
along a sandy beach, his head 
raised in song.

The June meet-| 


ing was held in the form 


of aj sylvania, 


SENATOR PREDICTS 
TAX LAW CHANGES 


Drastic Rewriting of State 
System Seen by Com- 
mitteeman. 


Senator Guy Jackson, of Coch- 
ran, chairman of a special legis- 
lative committee studying revision 
of Georgia’s tax system, predicted 
yesterday the next general assem- 
bly session will re-write basic 
laws into “something far different 
from the present method.” 

The committee returned yester- 
day from a 10-day study of tax 
structures in six other states be- 
fore plunging into its work of 
drafting definite legislative recom- 
mendations for the fall meeting of 
the assembly. 

Equity is Goal. 

Jackson said the committee’s 
purpose is “not to seek out extra 
tax burdens,” but ‘“‘to co-ordinate, 
unify and round out Georgia’s tax 
system into an equitable, well- 
balanced tax structure” based as 
far as possible “upon the ability to 
pay.” 

The committee, he continued, 
will endeavor to protect interests 
of the state and each of its sub- 
divisions and to give each “am- 
ple revenue for its economic 
needs,”

NEW YORK, July 6.—(P)— 
Stocks swept into one of the most 
impressive advances in nearly 
three years today under the stimu- 
lus of aggressive buying and pau- 
city of offerings. 

Leaders gained a point to four 
or more. Not for weeks has Wall 
Street, blue from reduced commis- 
sions because of dwindling turn- 
over, seen such an active session. 

Transactions totaled 1,409,960 
shares, sufficiently more than the 
1,200,000 which theory . says is 
just enough to enable brokerage 
houses to break even to put the 
day’s trading on a “pay basis.” 

Of recent weeks few days have 
approximated 700,000 shares. On 
Friday, after the inception of the 
present rising trend, 838,735 shares 
changed hands. 

At today’s finish, of the 870 
issues traded, 741 had advanced, 
62 had declined and 67 were un- 
changed. The Associated Press 
average of 60 stocks climbed 1.8 
points to 66.9, and that for 15 in- 
dustrials 2.4 to 93.4. It was the 
broadcest climb since October z3. 
1934, 

Steels led the way from the first 
clang of the starting gong. 

But the ltatter was absorbed 
quickly, and at no time did prices 
sag more than fractions. United 
States Steel, well above the 100 
mark for the first time in weeks, 
climbed to 107, up 5 7-8 for the 
day. Bethlehem gained 6 at 91 3-4 
and Republic at 39 1-4, National 
Steel at 86 1-2 and American Steel 
Foundry at 56 1-2 were strong on 
the up side. 

Motors, a bit laggard at the start, 
were just as aggressive as the 
session went on. Chrysler picked 
up 6 5-8 at 104 3-8 and General 
Motors was 3 3-8 higher at 53 3-8.
